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Picturesque Scene When 
Treaty Cairn is Unveiled 


It would indecd be most difficult 
to imagine a more picturesque seenc 
than girected the cyes of the  twe 
thousand or so people who assembles 
last ‘Thursday aiternoon to witness 
the unveiling of the cairn and tablet 
several miles south of Cluny on the 
Blackfoot Indian reservation, 

The lovation of the cairn is a most 
admirable site, a mile or so cast of 
the grave of that grand old chieftain 
Crowfoot, Placed near the edge of 
a high hill it overlooks to the south 
the lengthy dip of land gradually slop- 
ing down to the Bow river, and rising 
on a gentle slope to the flat where 
exactly tifty rs ayo ‘Lreaty No,

Was signed, exaet spot of whiel 
the ladies of the various Women’: 
Institutes have marked with stones 
earricd there individually from year 
to year making a mound that time 


will ne ‘ the thoughtfulness: 
of the ladies is said to be the event 
from which the liistoric Sites anc 
Mounment Board of Canada took its 
now accomplished 
the cairn. 

Just below the cairn site a larg 
Indian encampment had been erect od 
which is said to be a replica of the 
lodge used tor the signing of the 
treaty in 1877, even to the seat upor 
which Chief Crowfoot sat when sign 
ing the treaty. This lodge was sur. 
rounded by many Indian teepees that 
from the hill was a sight well wortk 
going a jong way to see, 

The cairn itself is about 12 feet 
high and was erceted by Mr. Geo 
Moss, sr., of Gleichen, under the di 
rection of an engineer sent here last 
summer,

Upon the east side of the cairn is 
inserted au bronze tablet that reads: 

“Historical Sites ond  Mounments 
Board of Canada, Blackfoot Cross- 
ing. On the opp side of this 
river, on September 1877, was 
signed Treaty No. 7, made betweer 
the Honorable avid Laird and Lieut. 
enant-Colonel James F. Macleod, C 
M.G, representing the Crown, and the 
Blackfoot, Blood, Piegan, Sarece 
Stoney and other Indians, whereby 
these tribes surrendered their rights 
to 50,000 spuare miles of territory 
lying in the south western corner ot 
Alberta. The peace that prevailec 
with th. Indians of the Canadiar 
prairies was largely duc to this ser 
ies of treaties.” 

True to their character the Indians 
were all ready at the appointed hour 
and promptly the following chief: 
took their on the platform 
erected hy the fence that surrounds 
the cairn dressed in their most gor 
geous official costumes: 

Chief Hector 
Stoneys. 

Chief Joe Samson of the Crees, 

Chief Duck Chief, of the Blackfoot 

Chief Philip Big Swan, of the Pet 
gans.

awaiting the arrival from Calgary of 
Judge Howay and the Hon, R, 1, Ben 
nett, upon whose arrival Mr, Harry 
Srott took his place as chairman ané 
quickly the platform was filled up 
with the honored invited guests, 

Mr. Seott opened the program by 
asking the children from the two In- 
dian schools to sing “O! Canadal” 
which was readily responded to by 
the children and it would be difficult 
to think of a more fitting acknow- 
ledgement of 50 years advancement. 

His Honor Judge Howay, of New 
Westminister, chairman of tha His 
torical Sites and Mouments Board of 
Canada, in briefly addressing the 
gathering, ‘painted a graphic picturc 
of the scene enacted close to that 
spot fifty years ago, It was fitting 
he said. that the monument had beer 
erected as near as possible to the 
resting place of that great chief an¢ 
Canadian statesman, Crowfoot. He 
conveyed to those present the greet. 
ings of the board he represented. 


Mrs. Macleod then unveiled — the 
tablet, a general salute being sounde: 
on the bugle by Constable ‘Tresidder 
of the Royal Canadian Mountec 
police, 

Inspector Spalding, of the R.C.M.P 
Calgary, read the inscription on the 
tablet, which was translated to th! 
Indians by Earl Calf Child. 

Hon. R. B. Bennett, K. C., M. P. 
briefly traced the incidents that lec 
up to the signing of the treaty fifty 
years ago, which he said, was 
frank recognition by the Dominion, 
of Canada that the Indian tribes ha 
rights in that great land not to b 
taken from them unless they con 
sented to surrender them, It mus 
be matter of satisfaction to all pre 
sent, he said, to have with them Mrs 
Macleod, the wife of the late Colone 
Macleod. And not only was sh 
there, but she also had with her he 
children and grandchildren, 

Mr. Bennett impressed upon h 
hearers, particularly the children 
what that treaty had meant and hoy 
faithfully it had been kept. By it: 
fulfilment their. country had been 
settled peacefully, In those early 
days there were no railways in that 
part of the land, and the only mean: 
of communication was by democrat 
or on horseback, and Col. Macleoc 
had less than 100 mounted policc 
when he came to preserve order or 
those western plains. 

The speaker said he alwasy had : 
profound regard for Chief Cruwfoot 
At the time of the negotiations for 
the signing of the treaty, and he 
would like all to listen carefully tc 
Cr. wfoot’s speech made fifty years 
ago to the day: 

“While I speak be kind and 
patient, I have to speak for my 
people, who are numerous, and who 
rely upon me to follow that course 
which in the future will tend to their 
good, The plains are large and wide. 
We are the children of the plains, it 
is our hame, and the buffalo has been 
our food always. I hope you 100! 
upon the Blackfeet, Bloods and the 
Sarcees as your children now, and 
that you will he indulgent and chari- 
table to them. They all expect me 
to speak now for them,and I trust th 
Great Spirit will put into their 
breasts to he good people—into the 
minds of the men and women and 
children, and their future generations. 
The advice given me and my people 
has proved to be very good, If the 
police had not come to the country 
where would we all be now? Bad 
men and whiskey were killing us sc 
fast that very few, indeed, of us 
would have been left. today. The 
police have protected us as the fea- 
thers of a bird protect it from the 
frosts of winter. I wish them all 
good, and trust that all our hearts 
will increase in goodness from thi: 
time forward. I am satisfied, I will 
sign the treaty.” 

Mr. Bennett said that ane of the 
other chiefs, Chief Button, had showr 
a decided regard for & democratic 
form of government. Chief Button 
he said, amid laughter, had remark- 
ed: 

“I must say what all the people say 
and I agree with what they say. J 
will sign.” 

The signing of that treaty, said Mr 
Bennett, was one of great historica: 
interest, They were privileged, 5¢ 
years after that event, to meet to- 
gether to commemorate it, That 
treaty represented British justice anc 
fuir play for native rights, which hac 
made the British people colonizers the 
world over. 

Mr. Bennett, in closing, paid a finc 
tribute to the red-coated riders of the 
plains in those early days and — the 
sacrifices made by them and also the 
white men and women pionecrs, 

Chief Joe Samson, through an in- 
terpreter, expressed how pleased hc 
was to be present that day. Fifty 
years ago the treaty had been signec 
by the Indians of the plains, be said.

SHOULD PLANT TULIP 
BULBS IN THE FALL 


(By John Glambeck) 

I have often wondered why the 
flower loving farm women do not 
plant tulips. The tulips are the 
earliest flowers in the spring, they 
are very beautiful in their many col- 
ors, easy to grow, remain in the 
ground from year to year, and bulbs 
cost less than most other flower 

Tulips must be planted: in the fall, 
near freeze-up is the best time, they 
should be planted four to six inches 
apart and the same in depth. If you 
have any sand handy it is a good plan 
to put about three inches of sand in 
the bottom of the bed, bury the bulbs 
in the sand, then place three inchee 
of dirt on top this will keep their 
mortal enemy the white grub away. 

Plant th. julbs right away when 
you receive them or ‘piace them iit 
cold storage until ready to plant. 
Bul bs should not be exposed before 
planting; otherwise they may rot in 
the ground, If bulbs are planted 
too early in the fall and start to grow 
and the bloom bud emerges it is sure 
to freeze and be killed. As long as 
the bud remains in the bulb no de- 
gree of frost can hurt it. There are 
two distinct classes of tulips the early 
flowering and the late or so-called 
May flowering tulips. The early 
kind bloom a couple of weeks or mort 
ahead of the other, are seldom more 
than a foot high and contain nearly 
every color. 

The later kind which, I prefer, are

divided into three varieties, viz., Dar. 
win, Breeder and Cottage varieties 
The Darwins are tall strong flowers 
with large cup-shapped beautifully 
outlined flowers carried on long stiff 
stems with colors ranging from al- 
most jet black through purple and 
lilac to crimson and scarlet, mauve 
and pink, 

Breeder tulips are not quite ag tal) 
as Darwins, but produce even larger 
flowers, The colors include many 
which are rare in flowers, bronzes, 
browns, purples, blue, blacks, deep 
mauves, dull golds and dark lilacs 
beautifully blended, 

Cottage tulps resemble Darwins 
and Breeders in time of bloom and 
type of flower, except that they are 
of somewhat more slender growth and 
some have more pointed buds and are 
more slender in the stems. They 
harmonize perfectly with the others 
and supply the brighter shades col- 
ors, particularly yellows which 
neither of the other sorts possess, 

Many of this family are also sweet- 
scented, Some of them bloom later 
than the Darwins and prolong the 
tulip season well into June. The best 
way is to plant a selection of all three 
kinds, i

Removing the doors down to the 
level of the silage before entering 
after the filling has been interrupted 
will let the carbon dioxide flow away 
and be replaced by air. Running 
the cutter and fan for a short time, 
fdje or in cutting, will agitate the 
gas and mix it with the alr, render- 
ing it harmless,

German Engineer Working On Plans 
For Super-Craft 

Plans have been made by Dr. Ed- 
mund Ruwiapler, the German aeronau- 
jtieal engineer who designed the fam- 
fous Taube, or Dove, inonoplanée for 
{the German army, for a giant air liner 
with wings so expansive and thick 
that they will provide space for eab- 


jins with bathrooms, dining yrooms, 
lounges and promenad aecommo- 


}dations for 185 passengerse It is ex- 
|pected that this Titan of the air will 
j be able to cross the Atlantic in 20 
hours. 


| Actually, plans for this type of alr- 
| plane were drawn several years ago. 
| In general outline they are as good 
fas they ever were, for aerodynamic 
| principles lave not changed, Dr, 
|Rumpler, with the dust blown oft his 
blueprints, is talking more confident- 
ly than ever of the day when air 
voyages aeross the ocean will be as 
commonplace as steamship travel is 
‘now. He is too cautious to plunge 
,bodly into the construction of a craft 
| without careful preparation. He will 
reach his ideal trans-Atlantic — air- 
plane by casy stages, First, he will 
probably build a forty or fifty-passen- 
fer plane, and finally his largest ship. 

Although a plane of such fantastic 
| size has never been built, the pr ct 
must not be classed as impractical. 
Scientific and engineering research 
ins never yet failed the designers of 
aircraft. The same laws of applied 
physies that enabled Bellanca to de- 


sign the Columbia «and to predict 
from the plans how fast it would go, 
how much it would lift, at what 


angle it could climb, will enable fu- 
ture designers to calculate the wing 
‘spread, motor power and _ tensile 
strength of the structural materials 
necessary for planes of far greater 
dimensions, Aeronautical engineer- 
‘ing is an exact sefen and experi- 
ence since the Wright brothers’ first 
fight at Kitty Hawk shows that su- 
perplanes are possible.
